ating. 


Reports on how many min- 


ers, if oii>, were returning to 
work in the 18 other states af- 
fected by the long walkout were 
not immediately available. 


Miners who remained off the 


job said they would not resume 
work until they hear details of 
a new pact signed by negotia- 
tors for the United Mine Work- 
ers and the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association in New 
York early Sunday. The in- 
dustry says the pact will boost 
production costs $1.2 billion a 
year. 


"One more day ain't going to 


kill us now that we've been off 
44 days," Bill Martin, president 
of UMW Local 6149 at Amigo, 


W. Va., said Sunday night. 


Gov. Arch A. Moore Jr., who 


helped negotiate the new con- 
tract, admitted ita pay increase 
provisions were out of line with 
the federal Pay Board's guide- 
lines of pay boosts of 5.6 per 
cent, but he said he was opti- 
mistic the miners will get what 
the contract calls for.

Rules Error 
in Case of 
Malpractice 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
today that Circuit Court Judge 
Tom F. Digby of Little Rock 
erred when he limited to factual 
issues a plaintiff's discovery 
deposition in a malpractice case. 


The unanimous opinion came 


in an appeal filed by Richard 
W. Rickett Jr., who had filed 
a malpractice suit against Dr. 
Harry Hayes, a plastic surgeon 
of Little Rock. 


Rickett's lawyers attempted 


to take a deposition not only on 
factual matters, but also on the 
expert opinion of Dr. James 
Stuckey of Little Rock, who was 
to testify as an expert witness 
for Hayes. 


Rickett suffered a broken jaw 


on July 1, 1966 and the suit 
stemmed from treatment given 
him by Hayes. At issue was 
whether Hayes had met the 
standard of treatment of the 
Little Rock area or a similar 
locality. Stuckey was, aside from 
Hayes, the only plastic surgeon 
in the area and, consequently, 
the only source of opinion as to 
the standard of treatment Hayes 
was expected to meet. 


Before the trial began, law- 


yers for Rickett objected to the 
limitation Digby had placed on 
the deposition they had taken 
from Stuckey. They argued that 
the restriction had prevented , 
them from knowing in advance 
what opinion Stuckey had and, 
therefore, made them unable to 
effectively cross examine him 
when he testified. 


While the trial judge has a 


wide latitude of discretion in 
such matters, Rickett contended 
on appeal that because of the 
limited amount of expert opin- 
ion in the Little Rock area on 
this 
matter, 
Digby's 
order 


abused the trial judge's discre- 
tion. 


Associate 
Justice 
John A. 


Fogleman, who wrote the Su- 
preme Court opinion, agreed 
saying, "There is perhaps no 
case in which the result of the 
trial on the ultimate issue de- 
pends more on the testimony of 
expert witnesses than a mal- 
practice case. 


"When the duty of the physi- 


cian or surgeon in the applica- 
tion of skill and learning ordin- 
arily used in the same medical 
field in the locality in which he 
practices is not within the realm 
of 
common 
knowledge, 
and 


there is any dispute as to pro- 
priety of the method utilized, the 
critical issue as to liability de- 
pends entirely on expert testi- 
mony," Fogleman wrote. 


"Thus, in a situation where it 


might be calculated that the 
particular expert's 
testimony 


would 
carry 
considerable 


weight, 
appellant's 
attorneys 


may well have been severely 
handicapped as he claimed on 
the threshold of the trial, in con- 
ducting a cross-examination of 
this witness, which might be the 
only effective means of mini- 
mizing the weight to be given 
to his testimony by the jury," 
the Supreme Court said. "Be- 
cause of this, the trial court's 
order was unduely restrictive."

Work Resumed on 
Tax Cut Measure

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate voted today 59 to 24 to 
liberalize a child care tax de- 
duction for couples who both 
work and have children 14 and 
under. 


It added to the $19.5-billion 


tax reduction bill an amend- 
ment of Sen. John V. Tunney, 
D-Calif., which would make the 
full deduction available 
to 


couples with joint incomes up 
to $18,000. 


As the bill came to the floor, 


the limit for such couples was 
joint incomes of up to $12,000. 


The amendment would add 


about $100 million to the pre- 
viously estimated $250 million 
cost of the provision. 


Under the provision, single 


adults such as widows and di- 
vorced persons and 
couples 


with the income limits could 
deduct up to $4,800 per year of 
child care and domestic help 


cause few couples in this brack- 
et could afford to pay large 
sums for child care. 


Senate leaders are driving for 


a vote on the bill by Wednesday. 


The biggest obstacle to that 


goal could be a 
Democratic 


proposal for federal financing 
of

Supreme Court acted today to 
protect railroad workers swept 
up in mergers by giving the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
broad authority to look after 
them. 


The commission didn't want 


that power, but the 4 to 3 rul- 
ing, written by Justice William 
0. Douglas, said federal law 
and 
Supreme 
Court 
inter- 


pretation require that the ICC 
exercise it to protect rail work- 
ers. 


Justice Harry A. Blackmun, 


speaking for three dissenters, 
suggested the majority had act- 
ed out of sympathy for railroad 
workers and in doing so had 
overridden Congress.

workers on the Sandusky Line, 
which was acquired from the 
Pennsylvania Railroad System 
in 1964 by the

The Commission

sistently followed policy of re- 
fusing to fasten worker-protec- 
tion clauses on merger agree- 
ments between carriers and 
rail unions.

Railroad Trainmen decided in 
1965 to give the workers sub- 
stantially lower pay than had 
been agreed upon in 1962.

viruses, bacteria and para- 
sites, anything foreign to the 
body that is a living organ- 
ism capable of causing dis- 
ease. Some of these, like 
the common cold, cause dis- 
eases that are transmitted 
from one person to another. 
There are a host of conta- 
gious diseases, like tubercu- 
losis, diphtheria and chicken 
pox, 
all spread from people 


to people. Other infectious 
diseases are not spread by 
people. Malaria, for exam- 
ple, is spread by mosquitoes 
Bubonic plague infecting mil- 
lions of people was spread 
by fleas on rats — hence, 
rat

spread by birds and even 
from a 'cat scratch."

Invitations 
to Bowls 
Saturday

This is the week that was as 


far as the college football bowls 
are concerned 
... 
but 
they 


wish it wasn't. 


Decisions, decisions, deci- 


sions will be the order of the 
day as the bowl committees to- 
day meet to decide whether to 
extend their invitations come 6 
p.m. Saturday. 


The biggest decisions must be 


made by the Orange and Sugar 
Bowls, which undoubtedly will 
have to issue their invitations 
on Saturday without waiting for 
the outcome of the Nebraska- 
Oklahoma clash Thanksgiving 
Day or the Alabama-Auburn 
battle two days later. All four 
are unbeaten. 


The most popular theory is 


that the Orange Bowl, which 
prides itself on inviting the 
highest ranking teams possible, 
will bid for top-rated Nebraska 
and fourth-ranked Alabama. If 
they accept, it would leave run- 
ner-up Oklahoma and No. 6 Au- 
burn for the Sugar Bowl ... or 
No. 5 and equally 
unbeaten 


Penn State or No. 8 and once- 
beaten Notre Dame. 


"We are going to have to 


pick two teams and then spend 
a lot of sleepless nights hop- 
ing," says an Orange Bowl 
spokesman. "I'm almost 100 
per cent sure we will have to 
invite two teams Saturday. The 
coaches want it that way, too."

Vote Tuesday 
on $71 Billion 
Arms Issue 


WASHINGTON ( A P I -- The 


$71-billion military appropria- 
tions bill moving to a House 
vote Tuesday Rives congress- 
men so-nettling new to pu7.zle: 
The courts have ruled that a 
vote for the money is a vote for 
the war. 


This could cause trouble for 


some lawmakers with a record 
of voting appropriations for sol- 
diers already in the field while 
disagreeing 
with 
presidential 


actions that put them there. 


The attack against this de- 


fense is being pushed by anti- 
war lawyers who say their lat- 
est defeat in the fight for a 
court test of the legality of the 
Vietnam war may have come 
out half-victory. 


The U.S. 2nd Circuit Court of 


Appeals in New York held last 
April 20 that voting for appro- 
priations to conduct the war 
and a draft to man it is the 
constitutional equivalent of a 
declaration of war. 


On Oct. 12 the Supreme Court 


declined to review the case and 
thus let the New York court's 
interpretation 
stand 
as 
the 


highest law of the land. 


"No longer can a senator or 


congressman duck the issue," 
said John Wells, the Unitarian 
minister-lawyer 
who started 


these legal battles. "He can't 
vote for appropriations and say
